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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 13 December 2005 has been 
considered by the examiner. The U.S. Patent 6,319,866 has been crossed through since the patent 
has been withdrawn. The corresponding Derwent Abstract 2002-380508 has been added to the 
PTO-892 and considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fail to disclose or suggest mineral fiber comprising silicon, calcium, 
magnesium, iron, aluminum, oxygen, and optionally alkali metal wherein the MgO is in a 
content of at least 5 weight percent, the FeO is at least 3 weight percent, and the alkali metal 
oxide content is from 0-8 weight percent. The prior art fail to disclose or suggest that the mineral 
fiber has at least 70% of the FeO in the ferric form or that the fibers have a outer layer 
surrounding a core which has a magnesium atom content of the out layer at least 1 .5 times the 
concentration of the total fiber. 

As to claim 13 the prior art does not disclose or suggest of method of treating a mineral 
fiber comprising silicon, calcium, magnesium, iron, aluminum, oxygen, and optionally alkali 
metal wherein the MgO is in a content of at least 5 weight percent, the FeO is at least 3 weight 
percent, in which at least 2 % of the iron is present as ferrous iron and the alkali metal oxide 
content is from 0-8 weight percent. The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a method of treating 
the mineral fiber such that it has at least 70% of the iron in the ferric form.
